vote. Here we have abomit 70 per cent of the demo-
crats of Maricopia county whose apathy or disgust
kept them away from the polls. They cared for
neither Hunt, Olney nor, any other democratic eandi-
date.

Carranza’'s Argument

The first concrete result of the Mexican confer-
ence Is o demand by Carranza for an Indemnity of
$200,000,000 from the United States because it violated
Mexicun sovereignly by sending General Pershing's
command into Mexico., When President Wilson sent
Pershing into Mexico he announced that he did so
with the full consent of Carranza. Bubsequent events
proved that this statement had no basis in fact and
that Curranza had persistently and empbatically pro-
tested against the Invaklon and that 1t was “in trith
and In fact” go act of war. Of course the president’s
ohjection to admitting that he had sent a force into
Mexico agalngt Carranza’s protest, was that it would
puncture the democratic slogan, “"He has kept us out
of war.™

Nevertheless, Mr. Wilton's misrepresentation of
the facts affords Catronea ground for econtending
that Mr. Wilson knew {t was not proper to send the
troops in without his consent. It was on the same
ground that Carranza ordered his troops Lo fire on
the Americans at Carrizal, that his men did so fire
and kill seventeen American soldiers, His ambassador
in Washington informed the administration that the
Mexiean troops fired by order of Carranza, and ns
the administration in Washington never resented the
fire, Carranga will doubtless use that fact as proving
that Mr, Wileon knew he was in the wrong when he
ordered the troopa inte Mexico, knew he had no
ground for a protest and muost know the demand for
indemnity Is just. What the outcome of the Carranza
demand will be, none can foretell, for this administra-
tien i gulded by no principles of International law
and no consistency or continuity of policy. .

From Chautanqua clreuits he has derived enough
to pay his own expenses in oplifting democracy
agrinst which a charge for the services of the uplifter
could not be directly made. For the cause of woman
suffrage, however, Mr. Bryan has suffered a clear,
total loss without hope of other cumpensiation than an
upproving consclence.

It may have seemed in Hl guste for Mr. Hryan to
advertige so widely that he had pald his own expenses
in any good cause. It would ill become an evangelist
to declare that he had led souls to heaven al his own
expense.
